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RESPONSE TO ELECTION OF SPECIES REOUIREMENT 



Sir: 



The Election of Species Requirement mailed on March 13, 2009, found that the 
application contains the following species: 

Species I drawn to a part circle as shown in FIG. 1; 

Species II drawn to a V-shape as shown in FIGS. 2A and 2B; and 

Species III drawn to a polygon not shown in the drawings. 



The Restriction Requirement also stated that currently pending claims 1, 11, 13, 15 and 
23 are generic. Thus, Applicants are required to provisionally elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. 



Applicants provisionally elect, with traverse. Species III drawn to a polygon not shown in 
the drawings. Claims 6-9 and 14 correspond to Species IE. This election is made with traverse 
because the Examiner has improperly combined the cross-sectional areas of Species I and III 
with the first sectional plane of Species II. The cross-sectional area is different than the first 
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sectional plane. FIG. 1 is a perspective view of a cross-sectional area, while FIG. 2A is a first 
sectional plane. Thus, the claims associated with Species II, namely Claims 10 and 16-22, 
should not be included in this Requirement and are generic claims.
